Smith said that after he had 
killed Wickizer by beating him 
with a hob-nailed shoe, he re- 
mained in the hotel room for about 
an hour. He then took the money 
out of Wickizer’s wallet and his car 
keys and asked the hotel attend- 
ants to bring the car. 

The FBI entered the case when 
it became apparent that Smith had 
left the state and a Federal war- 
rant was subsequently issued charg- 
ing him with unlawful flight. 
Smith’s home is in Stockett, Mont.

MISSOURI INCOME. 
TAX NOW PAYABLE 
IN INSTALLMENTS 


Under Act Signed by Stark 
Levy May Be Met in Full 
or in Four Parts Over 
Five-Month Period. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31. — 
Gov. Stark signed today the Mc- 
Cormick bill giving State income 
taxpayers the right to elect to pay 
their income taxes in four equal in- 
stallments, over a period of five 
months, instead of paying the full 
amount on or before June 1. 

The bill carried an emergency 
clause, making it effective at once. 
Signing of the bill today will make 
it applicable to State income taxes 
payable this year. Under the old 
law, which the new act replaces, 
the full amount of the tax had to 
be paid tomorrow, or the taxes be- 
came delinquent. 

Under the new law the taxpayer 
may continue to pay his State in- 
come tax in a lump sum, or elect 
to pay in four equal installments, 
due June 1, Aug. 1, Oct. 1 and Dec. 1. 

If any installment of the tax is 
not paid when due, the entire bal- 
ance becomes delinquent and pay- 
able at once. 

The bill was introduced by Sen- 
ator Raleigh McCormick of St. 
Louis County. 

Allen T. Broughten, supervisor of 
income tax collections in the De- 
partment of State Auditor Forrest 
Smith, estimated 50 per cent of the 
State income tax due this year, on 
income earned in 1938, already had 
been paid to the tax collectors in 
the 114 counties and the City of St. 
Louis. The biennial budget report 
to the Legislature estimated State 
income tax collections this year at 
$7,500,000. 


St. Louis taxpayers who had not 
waited for legalization of quarterly 
installments had paid $2,009,778 of 
a total levy of $2,823,835 when City 
Collector William F, Baumann’s of- 
fice, 110 City Hall, opened today.

BROKER INDICTED FOR MAIL 
FRAUD AND CONSPIRACY 


Stephen Paine, Former Paine, Web- 
ber & Co. Partner, Accused on 
Total of 18 Counts. 

NEW YORK, May 31 (AP), — 


Stephen Paine, former partner of 
Paine, Webber & Co., one of the 
biggest brokerage houses in the 
country, was indicted by a Federal 
grand jury today on 17 counts of 
mail fraud and one of conspiracy. 

Paine, who was in charge of the 
concern’s Boston office, was sus- 


pended April 1 from the New York 
Stock Exchange for three years in 
connection with the investigation 
of investment trusts which preced- 
ed the inquiry conducted by the 
Federal grand jury. 

Named in the indictment with 
Paine were three Boston lawyers: 
Thomas W. Morris, S. Leo Solo- 
mont, former attorney for Paine, 
Webber & Co. in their Boston of- 
fice, and Ralph H. Robb. Howard 
F.. Hanshell, described as a stock 
manipulator in Canada, and the 
Northern Fiscal Corporation, Ltd., 
also’ were. indicted. 

Paine was charged with trans- 
acting for Paine, Webber & Co. 
loans made by the brokerage house 
to the Boston attorneys to finance 
the purchase of voting control 
stock of two investment trusts, In- 
suranshares Corporation of Dela- 
ware and Burco, Inc.

SENATE PASSES 
BILL 10 CONTROL 
BURIAL SOCIETIES 


Measure Requiring Them 
to. Pay in Cash Rather 
Than Services Goes to 
Missouri House. 


600,000 MEMBERS 
IN THIS STATE 


Under Act, Groups Must 
Deposit Reserves With 
Insurance Department — 


Legion Backed Proposal.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 31.— 
A bill to place burial societies un- 
der supervision of the State De- 
partment of Insurance and to re- 
quire them to pay benefits in cash 
instead of services, was passed by 
the Senate yesterday by a vote of 
19 to 12, following a long debate. 
The measure now goes to the 


House. 
Sponsors of the bill declared it 


was designed to give protection to 
more than 600,000 persons in the 
State who are members of the sev- 
eral hundred burial’ associations 
now operating in Missouri. Those 
opposing the legislation charged 
that its stringent provisions would 
destroy the associations, leaving 
the policy holders without the pro- 
tection they now have. 

The bill, introduced originally by 
Senator Michael Kinney of St. Louis 
with the support of the State De- 
partment of the American Legion, 
and rewritten by a subcommittee 
of the Senate Insurance Committee, 
will require the *--rial societies to 
set up reserves to assure payment 
of claims. 

Provides for Reserve. 


It provides that each association 
must deposit with the insurance 
department a reserve of $2000 for 
its first 3000 members, and $250 
more for each additional 1000 mem- 
bers. The benefits, amounting to 
a maximum of $300, must be paid 
in cash, and the family of the de- 
ceased member has the right to 
select the undertaker who is to 
handle the funeral. 

At present virtually all burial so- 
cieties are organized as benevolent 


associations and they sell member- 
ships which carry burial benefits. 
The benefits are generally paid in 
materials and services, and the han- 
dling of the funerals is limited to 
certain undertakers designated by 
the associations. 

The fight against burial societies 
began several years ago after com- 
plaints were made _ that benefits 
were not being paid and that the 
societies were handling a large 
number of policies without suffi- 
cient reserves to meet claims. Un- 
dertakers not. affiliated with the 
societies complained also about the 
loss of business, and they charged 
that the societies were giving only 
$100 funerals when the benefits 
called for a $200 or $300 funeral. 

The American Legion in Missouri 
joined the fight to regulate the so- 
cieties on the ground that the Fed- 
eral Government, which contributes 
$100 toward the funeral expenses 
of veterans, would not make the 
payment when the funeral benefits 
called for payment in services in- 
stead of cash. 

Operating Without Regulation. 

Senator W. B. Whitlow of Ful- 
ton charged that the State was “in- 
fested by a large number of fly- 
by-night burial societies which have 
been fleecing thousands of Mis- 
sourians out of their money.” He 
declared that they were operating 
without regulation, and that taere 
was no way of checking up to ascer- 
tain whether they had sufficient 
reserves to pay benefits when they 
became due. 

Senator Raleigh McCormick of 
Webster Groves, a member of the 


sub-committee which drafted the 
bill, said he was astounded to learn 
how loosely the burial societies 
were organized, and declared that 
members of these associations 
should be protected so that after 
they have paid their money to the 
societies for many years they would 
have assurance that their claims 
would be met. 

Opposing the bill were Senators 
Paul Jones of Kennett and Allen 
McReynolds of Carthage, who said 
they had never heard of any com- 
plaints against the burial societies 
operating in their districts. Both 
declared they would favor legisla- 
tion regulating the associations but 
that they were against the bill be- 
cause it would destroy the societies 
and. wipe out the protection that 
thousands had been paying for. 

McReynolds said the societies 
were providing a means whereby 
persons of small incomes could be 
assured of decent burials. He 
warned the Senate that if the burial] 
societies were put out of business, 
many of these persons faced burials

GERMAN TROOPS 
BAUK FROM SPAIN, 
GET BiG WELCOME 


Thousands Cheered 
Hamburg Ceremonies — 
Nazis From Start Aided 


Franco, It Is Revealed. 


in 


HAMBURG, May 31 (AP).—Sev- 
eral thousand German soldiers who 


fought for Generalissimo Franco in 
Spain came home today to a stirring 
Nazi welcome at this German 
“Gateway to the World.” 

As five “strength through joy” 
ships bore them slowly up the 
Elbe, after several hours of delay 
by fog, the soldiers of the Condor 
Legion were saluted by Field Mar- 
shal Hermann Wilhelm Goering on 
behalf of Reichsfuehrer Hitler. 

Goering stood on the bridge of 
the yacht Hamburg, beaming ex- 
pansively and obviously proud of 
the men of his air force who were 
being hailed by the press as Fran- 
co’s mightiest arm “in the defense 
of Europe against Bolshevism.” 

Six torpedo boats led the sea 
parade into Hamburg harbor. The 
homecoming troops, in gray-green 
uniforms, were lined up in precise 
Pmilitary formations on the decks, 

Took Moors to Spain. 

Most of the men were of the air 
force which the German public was 
just learning had been used to 
ferry at least 15,000 Moors into 
Spain from Africa in the first days 
of the Spanish War which ended 
two months ago. Others were tech- 
nicians and instructors, 

There still was no official an- 
nouncement of the strength of the 
German forces which started going 
to Spain in July, 1936, the month 
the war started, but Hitler’s news- 
paper, Voelkischer Beobachter, said 
the Legion was kept at a strength 
of 5000. 

Thousands of visitors from ll 
parts of Germany had flocked to 
the port, many of them to embrace 
sons and brothers among the 
troops. They and _= sightseers 
swarmed to the port and river 
banks. After the morning fog, the 
sun shone brightly on a city be- 
decked with flags—the Red, White 
and Black of Germany and the Red 
and Gold of Nationalist Spain. 

The transport ships were soon 
brought to their docks but the dis- 
embarkment was delayed until this 
afternoon. The program called for 
the men to march past Goering at 
3 p. m. and for the Field Marshal 
to address a meeting of soldiers 
and citizens at Hamburg’s Moor 
Weide. 

Bigger Parade in Berlin. 

Goering, Hitler’s No. 1 aid, came 
here by special train this morning, 
accompanied by most of Germany’s 
high air force officers. He wore his 
flying officer’s uniform. 

The return of the soldiers coin- 
cided with the twenty-third anni- 
versary of the Battle of Jutland, 
the greatest World War naval en- 
gagement which the Germans have 
set down as a victory over the 
British. 

The ceremonies here were only 
a foretaste of the honors sched- 
uled for Friday when they will pa- 
rade in Berlin before the Fuehrer |

BRITAIN TAKES. MOLOTOV

LONDON, May 31 (AP). 
RITAIN regarded Sovict 
Premier and Foreign Minister 
Molotov’s address before the 

Russian Parliament today as a 
rejection of the British formula 
for a three-Power mutual as- 
sistance pact. 

This was a terrific blow 
which completely reversed all 
expectations. 

Not only sources close to the 
British Government but London 
diplomatic quarters generally 
had regarded Soviet acceptance 
of the mutual assistance formula 
—at least in principle—as a cer- 
tainty, 

The Foreign Office made no 
effort to conceal its surprise at 
Molotov’s declaration. The 
French were equally stunned by 
the news. 

The Soviet Government was 
said by diplomatic quarters to 
have asked clarification of two | 
points. 

One was the British proposal 
that assistance to be rendered 
under the pact should be in 
accordance with Article 16 of 
the League of Nations Covenant, 
the article dealing with sanc- 
tions against aggressor nations. 

Britain assured the Russian 
Government that the provision 
meant only that the principle 
of Article 16 was to be applied 
and that actual operation of the 
assistance pact would not be 
connected with the League. 

The other point which Rus- 
sia questioned was a provision 
that negotiations should take 
place on the manner in which 
mutual assistance could best be 
rendered.

Capt. Richard S. Edwards, senior 
ald of the salvage unit and com- 
mander of Submarine Squadron 2, 
explained that, with two-thirds of 
the bottom of the 300-foot craft 
resting more or less deeply in 


of the stern wholly buried in the 
clay-like substance, the rear chain 
would be attached to the heavy pro- 
peller struts, 

The forward lifting chain would 
be looped around the bow, which, 
for 100 feet,*is clear of the mucky 
bottom. To reach the propeller 
struts, however, vertical holes like 
wells must be blow out by com- 
pressed air. 

Then, he said, the pontoons wouid 
be sunk—two at the bow and four 
at the stern. At first, 180 feet of 
chain will separate the top pon- 
toons from the submarine so that 
'when the pontoons reach the sur- 
face the submarine will float about 
60 feet from the ocean bottom. Then 
it will be moved about two miles 
to shallower waters. 

Then the chain will be shortened, 
and again the submarine moved, 
After three such operations the 
craft is expected to be in 100 to 120 
feet of water, where more warmth 
and less pressure would allow the 
divers to work more efficiently. 

To Be Brought to Top Then. 

When the $4,000,000 craft is 
shoaled, divers will put the original 
plan of salvage into action by lift- 
ing it to the surface with air and 
pontoons and towing it to dry- 
idock in the navy yard here, 15 
miles from the scene of the sink- 
ing. The change in plans was 
decided on because of the intense 
cold of the water 
depth, which hampered divers and 
ithreatened serious accidents. 

Extreme danger of the salvage 
'work was emphasized yesterday 
'when the rolling sea snapped one 
of the lines already attached to the

in Salzburg Which for 
Century Has Been Used 
by Archbishops. 


SALZBURG, Germany, May 31 
(AP).—Regional officials of the 
Schutzstaffel today conducted the 
business of the Nazi blackshirt elite 
guard in a palace which for more 


than a century had been the home 
of Salzburg’s Catholic Archbishops. 

Archbishop Sigismund Waitz, 
Catholic primate of Germany, found 
himself dispossessed yesterday 
when he returned from a journey 
over the Whitsuntide holidays. 

The palace furniture has been 
carted to a warehouse and the 
Archbishop took up temporary res- 
idence in a seminary. What step 
he planned next were not dis- 
closed. 

The churchman was notified a 
month ago he would have to leave 
the palace, which was said to be 
state property, and at that time he 
wrote to Reichsfuehrer Hitler, ask- 
ing him to countermand the order. 

He cited an 1805 guarantee by 
Emperor Francis II of Austria, con- 
ferring on the church the privi- 
leges of using the palace and cer- 
tain other properties following the 
secularization of 1802, whereby 
property of the Archbishopric of 
Salzburg became state property. 

Salzburg is in German Austria, 
annexed by Germany March 13, 
1938.) 

Government phtographers pre- 
ceded the movers who entered the 
Archbishop’s palace. Pictures were 
taken in all rooms, presumably 
to forestall any possibility of a 
contention in the future that some 
object had been misplaced.
